We find Calanthe, the afhan- 
ced bride of Pythias, begging 
him to escape from prison where 
he is incarcerated as security for 
the safe return of his frend 
Damon, whom Dionysius has 
allowed six hours in which to 
bid his family farewell. Pythias 
refuses to escape as he knows 
Damon will return to meet 
his fate.
